terday. 
Three more days will be re­ 
quire.] to march to Marfa, where trains 
will be taken for El Paso tot the in­ 
ternment camp. 
The prisoners are 
guarded by 3ix troops of United States 
cavalry on their march across tie 
j plains and through mountains t > the 
railroad 
There was little semblance 
of the military in the procession that 
filed across the plains. 
At the head of tin' procession of 
prisoners rode tilt' six federal generals, 
Castro, Orpinel, luanda, Romero and 
Ad un a, and they were followed tty the ; 
tattered soldiers 
of 
their defeated I 
army, 
lf the crowd ever had been 
army, it has no semblance of its mil­ 
itary bearing now. 
it is a bundle of 
docile men, women and children doing 
what they are told and waiting the out­ 
come with stoical indifference. 
Occasionally the uniform of a gor­ 
geous officer suggested the love of the 
military character of an organization, 
but the officers were rare and military 
discipline, if it had ever existed, had 
been left on the hills of Ojinaga. 
Dust arose like a mist over the first 
mile of the route, the level stretch of 
valley that leads to rising ground. 
Through this the cavalry escort led the 
way. Out from the white adobe build­ 
ing that serves for military headquar­ 
ters, along 
a road 
with dust holes a 
foot 
deep, 
the 
procession 
moved 
toward the 
hills. Many a backward 
glance was cast. In the foreground 
was the American camp and the Rio 
Grande 
valley. 
Across 
the 
river, 
peaceful in the sun, sat Ojinaga, the 
fortifications that had fallen. 
Then 
the column drew further on and soon 
even the white walls of the houses on 
the American side merged with the 
dusty, treeless plain. 
Despite the reports of suffering, the 
women and children for the most part 
wandered along easily. 
Soon the pro­ 
cession mounted, by a crooked, wind­ 
ing road, into the mountains. 
The 
Mexican consulate at Marfa 3till has 
crepe on the door for the consul who 
went hunting to hi3 death down in 
one of these perilous places not many 
days ago. But the line passed on safe­ 
ly. 
It went by a spot marked by a 
little pile of stones holding up a rude 
little wooden cross. 
That is the spot 
where a man had been killed. 
Many 
crossed themselves piously as they 
passed. 
“ Proberecito,” (poor fellow) 
said the women. 
Once in a while a soldier began to 
stagger. A woman would slide from a 
poor old horse and the man would ride. 
A tattered soldier, recovering from 
wounds, occasionally dropped besiue 
the road, but the procession did not 
stop.

Crew of Sunken 
British Submarine 


Undoubtedly Dead. 


Plymouth, Jan. 17,— The submarine 
A7, with sixteen officers and men on 
board, failed to come to the surface 
after a dive to the bottom of White 
Sand bay during maneuvers yesterday, 
and all on board are undoubtedly dead. 
Salvage vessels searched for the A7, 
but failed to locate it. 
The submarines of the A class are 
supposed to carry enough air to enable 
them to remain under water from sev­ 
en to twelve bono. 
As the A7 dived 
about l l o’clock yesterday morning, 
the survival of any of the crew cannot 
be hoped for. 
The submarine sank in 
about IOO feet of water. 
Two officers, a sub officer, eight sea­ 
men and a number of engineers and 
stokers made up the sixteen men on 
the vessel when she went down. It is 
understood that the submarine w'as 
equipped with air locks and safety hel­ 
mets. For this reason it is the general 
theory that the crew was overcome by 
gas. 
It is possible that the l)oat was 
uncontrollable w hen she sank, through 
the ballast tank and pump not acting. 
This would make it impossible to emp­ 
ty the tanks when the vessel tried to 
flite. 
Another theory is that the nose 
of the submarine struck the mud at 
the bottom of the bay.

Farrier, W ill Be T au gh t H igh e r Prin- 
ciples of the Trade. 
A course in horseshoeing is an inno 
ration announced by the trustees of 
Cornell university at Ithaca, N. Y.

enter without charge.

But his expression belied the truth 
of this statement, and the same train 
from which Salazar was taken is being 
watched all along the route for Orozco. 
When asked whether he would rath-j 
er be in the hands of the United States ; 
or Villa, knowing that the United 
States has charges against him for vie- ; 
lation of neutrality laws. he said: 
“ I j 
would rather risk my fate with the 
United States.” 
He was lodged in jail by the local i 
authorities to await 
the arrival of; 
United States federal officers, who will 
take him charge. 
He will be taken to 
Marfa to face an indictment charging 
conspiracy to violate the United States 
neutrality laws in the smuggling of 
arms into Mexico at the time he was 
a rebel against Madero. 
Salazar was 


in tile field against Madero at the time 
the then president of Mexico was as- 
sassinated, and he at once joined the 
forces of Huerta and has been a fed­ 
eral general since that time.
